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President Says Coal Strike Is 
Not Only Unjustifiable But 
Unlawful and That the 


Government Will Protect : 


the Nation—Declares the 
Law Will Be Enforced. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Presi- 
dent Wilson issued a formal state- 
ment tonight, with the approval of 
the full membership of his Cabinet, 
declaring the projected strike of 


bituminous coal miners under Pres- | 
ent circumstances ‘not only un- 
justifiable, it is unlawful.” 


The statement called upon of- 
ficers of local unions to recall or- 
ders for the strike, and added: 


“I ean do nothing less than to 
say that the law will be enforced 
and means will be found to protect 
the interests of the Nation in any 
emergency that may arise out of 
this unhappy business.” 

The President's statement in part 
follows: 


“AN interests would be affected 
alike by a strike of this character 
and its victims would be not the 
rich onty but the poor and the 
needy as well—those least able ot 
provide in advance a fuel supply 
for domestic use. 

“It would involve the shutting 
down of countless industries and 


of a large number of the workers 
of the comntry. It would involve 
stopping the operation of ratiroads, 
electric Night and gas plants, street 
railway lines and other public 
utilities, and the shipping to and 
from this country, thus preventing 
our giving aid to the allied coun- 
tries with supplies which they so 
seriously need. The country is con- 
fronted with this prospect at a time 
when the war itself still is a fact, 
when the world still is in suspense 
as to negotiations for peace, when 
our troops still are being trans- 
ported amd when their means of 
transport is in urgent need of fuel.

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SUNDAY MORNING CHATS 


Frankly I am in no humor for a Sun- 
day morning chat with anybody. Those 
who have followed the editorial policy 
of this paper for years past, and these 
chats, have noticed that both have. been 
along the line of the doctrine of the 
Fatherhood of God, the Brotherhood of 
Man and the Gospel’of Sunshine.

Organized 
Capital and Organized Labor have locked 
hornets and each is demanding its ful’ 
yound of flesh. Each says it is a fight 
to the death and death it will be to a 
good many of us, financially if not liter- 
ally and possibly both, if this thing goes 
on much farther. 

I have written and others have written 
and talked and preached and it all seems 
to do no good. The titanic contending 
armies of industry are arrayed against 
each other, each bitter, each uncom 
promising, each relentless. No Christian 
spirit is discernable, or Fatherhood of 
God or Bretherhood of Man — nothing 
but human greed and selfishness and 
downright dainnable dishonesty. 

All I or any other person can do is to 
pray that the Almighty will throw His 
gracious light upon them and to hop) 
that it may be so. Greed for the fles: 
pots is running rampant, until it looks 
to me like three-fourths of the whole 
population had become bereft of its 
senses. They act like they had gone about 
half crazy and I think most of them have. 
Probably it is because of the great up- 
heaval caused by the war and the changed 
conditions, but whatever it is it is plain 
enough to be seen and seems to be in 
the very air. Even the children have 
become tainted with it. 

I hope that every minister of the gos- 
pel, every editor and teacher, and every 
mother all over this great and blessed 
land will send up an carnest prayer this 
Sabbath day that all mankind may be- 
come more tolerant each to the other; 
that the command to love our neighbor 
as ourself be given thought and heed; that 
the first stone be east only by he who is 
without sin. 


THE LOOTER 


Thanks to the ever watchful senator 
from Pennsylvania, Mr. Penrose, than 
whom there is no more spiritual states- 
man, there is brought to light through 
Mr. Tumultry, Secretary of the President, 
while the President laid upon a sickbed, 
the full list of the loot which the Presi- 
dent brought home from Europe.
